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PREFACE TO THfc FOURTH EDITION. 



The present edition of the Chapel liturgy is in- 
tended to sapply a want, which has been long felt and 
often expressed, for a book which should serve as a 
Manual of both Public and Domestic Worship. I 
chensh the hope that this intention will be found to 
have been in some good measure fiilfilled» 

As a Manual of Public Worship^ this edition sirictiy 
follows the last. Though it contains a few alterations 
and additions, they are not such as to pievent its being 
used in all the services of the sanctuary, with that 
which preceded it. The alterations and additions 
which have been admitted are the following. 

One prayer has been added to the Occasional Prayers 
and Thanksgivings. The Gbspels and Episties have 
not been printed at length, but only referred to. As 
these are read by the minister alone, it is not necessary 
that the congregation should have them before their 
eyes ; and the omission of them has made room for the 
introduction of much matter at the end o{ \k^ nq\w\:ol^^ 
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without swelling it to an inconvenient size. Some 
Selections have/ been given from the Saints' Days, 
which are observed in the English Church. To this I 
was influenced more by the excellence of the Collects 
of the days selected, than by any other consideration. 
It may be observed, too, that all the Saints' Days of 
the English Church, were retained in the first edition 
of the Chapel Liturgy. One or two inconsiderable 
alterations have been made in the Collects and Prayers 
before and after Sermon. Brief Meditations and 
Prayers, for private use, before and after Communmg, 
are now for the first time introduced. A Prayer is 
added In the Office of Visitation of the Sick ; as is 
also one in the Burial Service. A short Collect is in- 
troduced among the Prayers to be used at Sea. In all 
other particulars, this edition, in the public portion, is 
printed word for word fix)m the third. 

It is in the latter portion, which is devoted chiefly 
to Domestic Worship, that the diflference between the 
two editions is most perceptible. To say nothing of 
minor additions, four Services for Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer have been prepared for this edition, 
together with a collection of nearly one hundred 
Hymns for domestic and private use. 

The Services were constructed for the express pur- 
pose of bringing a whole family to join with their 
voices in daily praise and prayer, just as a whole con- 
gregation are permitted, in our form, to join in church 
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worship. I am persuaded that an interest may be im<- 
parted in this manner to family devotion, which it too 
often needs, and that even quite young children may 
have their attention fixed, and their serious regards 
attracted, who otherwise would be listless, and perhaps 
troublesome. The Prayers in these Services, together 
with the Petitions and Thanksgivings which accom- 
pany them, are from various sources. Some are 
abridged lix)m printed prayers, and some are, wholly 
or in part, my owi\ composition. 

The Hymns, which close the book, will, I hope, 
approve themselves to the lovers of devotional poetry, 
and contribute to make the volume acceptable and use- 
ful. Some of them are not of a strictly domestic, or 
strictly private character, and might be used in the 
church, as well as in the dwelling-house. The greater 
part of them, however, could not properly be sung in 
the church, as they are either too private or too 
didactic. A hymn often becomes a private or domes- 
tic one, by expressing certain states of the mind and 
heart in a highly impassioned manner, a manner which 
may be to an individual or a small assembly delightfiil, 
mspiring, and affecting, but which would be felt to be 
out of place in a large and miscellaneous congregation. 
A hymn may be also too descriptive, or, if I may so 
speak, too poetical, that is, too much adorned with the 
usual figures and turns of expression of common 
poetry, to be employed fitly in the public ^ot^\\Y^ ^^ 
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God, and yet not too much so for private or domestic 
use. It is more difficult to point out the distinguishing 
marks of such h}rmns, than to perceive them when 
exhitnted in the hymns themselves. 

It is my desire, as I have before intimated, that this 
volume may be found worthy to become a Manual of 
Devotion ; to be taken by the worshipper to church, 
and back to his house again ; to go with the traveller 
on his journey, and the sailor on the sea ; and it is my 
prayer that it may everywhere be ^pcompanied by the 
gracious blessing of God. F. W. P. G.

Exhortation to Parents 
after Baptism, to be read 
or omitted, at the discre^ 
tion of the Minister. 

THE design of receiving 
infants by baptism into the 
church of Christ, is, to re- 
mind parents of their duty 
to them Vu i^v^yc \wwQC^\Sk^ 
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and helpless age, to train 
them up as his disciples 
and the children of God ; 
that as they have been the 
instruments of bringing 
them into this mortal life, 
they may have the comfort 
of contributing to their fu- 
ture happiness in a life 
which will never end. 

Remember then that this 
child belongs to God who 
gave it to you, that it may 
be educated and fitted for 
himself; and if through 
your criminal neglect or 
bad example, his reasona- 
ble creature be lost, he will 
require it at your hands. 

Instil therefore into his 
tender mind the know- 
ledge, reverence, and love 
of God, the heavenly Fa- 
ther, and Maker of all ; and 
a deep sense of the duty 
which he owes to him. 
Acquaint him with his be- 
nevolent designs from the 
beginning, for the recovery 
of a degenerate and per- 
ishing world, to their duty 
and happiness;' and lead 
him to learn the mind and 
will of God for his salva- 
tion, from that inestimable 
treasure of wisdom, the 
holy scriptures, especially 
the words of Christ and 
his apostles ; and not from 



the doctrines and inven- 
tions of men. 

Check the first risbgs 
of envy and pride in hit 
breast, by teaching Aim 
humility and a just know- 
ledge of himself; that all 
he possesses or hopes for, 
is from God, whose firee 
bounty alone maketh the 
dlfierence between his 
creatures. But at the same 
time inform him of the dig- 
nity of his nature ; of the 
importance of reason, the 
light of God within Am,

Tell him that he is to love 
and to do good to all men, 
because all are equally the 
children of God witli Atm- 
selfy and the objects of his 
fatherly kindness and care ; 
that he is not born only for 
himself, but for others ; to 
serve his country and man. 
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kind by promoting truth 
and virtue, and the public 
good . Sow in him betimes 
these seeds of piety, chari- 
ty, sincerity, and all good- 
ness; for otherwise the 
weeds of evil will spring 
up in his heart, which ye 
may never afterward be 
able to root out. And al- 
though no pains which ye 
can take, can ensure suc- 
cess, yet whatever hap- 
pens, ye will have dis- 
charged your duty, and not 
have the guilt and morti- 
fying reflection of having 
contributed to the ruin and 
misery of those you love. 
Remember the saying of 
the vrfse man. Train up a 
child in the way he should 
gOf and when he is old^ he 
toitt not depart from it. If 
your labours should be suc- 
cessful, it will be a source 
of the highest and purest 
pleasure and satisfaction to 
you ; and ye will have the 



joy of leaving behind you 
those who may live and do 
good in the world, when 
ye shall be no more in it. 
And may the supreme 
Father and Governor of 
all things direct and bless 
you in the faithful dig- 
charge of your duty, for 
his glory, the good of man- 
kind, and the advancement 
of the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Am£n.

OUR blessed Saviour, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, hav- 
ing himself published his 
religion for the salvation 
of the world, to the Jewish 
nation, commissioned his 
apostles to complete the 
work he had begun, by 
preaching his gospel to all 
nations; commanding them 
to make disciples, by bap- 
tizing, and instructing them 
in his doctrines and laws. 

All power, said he, is 
given unto me in heaven 
and in earth. Go ye, there- 
fore, and make disciples of 
all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost ; teaching them 
to observe all things what- 



soever I commanded yon ; 
and lo, I am with you al- 
wav, even to the end of 
the world. 

By this direction of our 
Saviour, all persons are to 
be acknowledged as mem- 
bers of his church, by bap- 
tism in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. 
They are then consecrated 
to the divine service, in 
that religion which came 
from God the Father, was 
published to the world by 
his Son, and confirmed by 
the operations of his holy 
Spirit. Water is employ- 
ed as an emblem of purity, 
or of that moral and reli- 
gious improvement, in 
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which all our christian ad- 
vantages should terminate. 
Let us, therefore, as many 
as are here assembled, by 
the present administration 
of baptism, take occasion 
to establish in our minds a 
lively sense of our obliga- 
tions to serve God, accord- 
ing to the gospel of his Son, 
in holiness and righteous- 
ness all our days.

by any to be enterprised, 
or taken in hand, lighdy 
or unadvisedly; but rever- 
ently, discreetly, soberly, 
and in the fear of God. 

And also, speaking to the 
Persons v>ho are to be 
married he shall say, 

I REQUIRE and charge 

you both, as ye will an- 
swer at the dreadful day of 
judgment, v^V\^\i ^Jaa ^^- 
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crets of all hearts shall be 
disclosed, that if either of 
you know any impediment, 
why ye may not be lawfully 
united in matrimony, ye 
do now confess it.

Exhortation to the Par^ 
ties after marriage; to 
he read or omitted at 
the discretion of the Minr 
ister. • 

IT will become you to 
consider seriously the sa- 
cred and important engage- 
ment into which ye have 
now entered. Marriage 
is the union of one man 
with one woman for their 
joint happiness, and for 
the pious education of 
children, where God gives 
them ; and by tlie original 
appointment of God, con- 
firmed by our Saviour 
( Gen. ii. 24. Matt. xix. 4, 
5, 6.), this union is to be 
perpetual, to be dissolved 
only by death. It was 
intended by the benevol«9t ^ 
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Parent of mankind, to be 
a source of the purest sat- 
isfactions, to soften the 
unavoidable cares, and 
increase the innocent 
pleasures of life, by afford- 
ing opportunities of shar- 
ing them with a most inti- 
mate friend and partner. 
By Christians in particular 
it is to be looked upon as a 
state of perfect indissolu- 
ble friendship) in which ye 
are to carry your regards 
for each other beyond the 
grave, that ye may so live 
in virtue and holiness here, 
ttiat ye may live hereafter 
in that state, where there 
will be no marrying nor 
giving in marriage, but ye 
diall be as the angels in 
heaven. Study then to 
correct what is amiss in 
your respective tempers 
and dispositions, which 
may disturb your mutual 
love and peace. And be 
severe censors of your- 
selves, but exact not too 
much one from another, 
and bear with each other's 
infirmities, for there is no- 
thing perfect here below. 
None are faultless, but all 
are to endeavour to become 
such. Cuhivate in your- 
flHves, and in each other, 
Ae. knowledge and prac- 
nr qL virtue and true re- 



ligion, as the only founda- 
tion of present comfort 
and future hopes. Study 
the scriptures and the 
precepts and example of 
Christ, who alone hath the 
words of eternal life. And 
be not extravagant in your 
expectations from the 
world; for although it 
abound with many inno- 
cent joys and pleasures, 
yet it is not, nor is intend- 
ed to be, a place of unmixed 
prosperity and enjoyment, 
but a transitory scene of 
trial and improvement for B, 
better and more enduring 
state. 

The other great end of 
marriage is for the well 
ordering of families and 
right education of children. 
This is a matter of the 
highest moment. For fami- 
lies are the nurseries and 
schools, in which the suc- 
cessive generations of men 
are to be instructed and 
fitted for their different 
stations and employment^ 
in life, to bear their part 
and burden in it, to be 
helpful to others, good 
citizens, useful magistrates, 
faithful husbands, virtuous 
wives, patterns of all that 
is excellent and worthy in 
every relation. Of a num- 
ber of famlte^ wmVfefti^ \ia^ 
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tions are composed; and 
of all of them together, the 
whole community of man- 
kind. And as these little 
seminaries are well tutored 
and governed, or neglect- 
ed, kingdoms, nations, and 
the world, are happy or 
miserable. 

Take heed therefore to 
set an example of piety 
and virtue yourselves ; and 
then ye may with authori- 
ty require those who be- 
long to you, to follow it 
Let the God of heaven be 
publicly acknowledged and 
Worshipped each day in 

{rour families. At least 
et not his name and wor- 
ehip be forgotten in it on 
the Lord's day. Keep 
a strict watch over all 
who depend upon you ; 



and suffer no vice to go 
unreproved, or to remain 
in your house persisted in 
and unamended . For this 
would be to encourage it, 
and put a snare before 
others. By this domestic 
care, and godly discipline, 
ye will ensure your own 
peace, and be a blessing to 
your family, your neigh- 
bours, and country; but, 
which is above all to be 
valued and sought for, ye 
will be approved by Al- 
mighty God, and rank widi 
prophets and apostles in 
that future world, where 
we are told, that they who 
are wise, shall shine as the 
brightness of the firma- 
ment ; and they who turn 
many to righteousness as 
the stars for ever and ever.

DEARLY beloved, 
know this, that Almighty 
God is the Lord of life and 
death, and of all things to 
them pertaining, as youth, 
strength, health, age, 
weakness, and sickness. 
Wherefore, whatsoever 
your sickness is, know you 
certainly, that it is God's 
visitation. And for what 
cause soever this sickness 
is sent unto you ; whether 
it be to try your patience 
for the example of others, 
and that your faith may be 
found in the day of the 
Lord, laudable, glorious, 



and honourable, to the in- 
crease of glory and endless 
felicity ; or whether it be 
sent unto you to correct 
and amend in you whatso- 
ever doth offend the eyes 
of your heavenly Father ; 
know you certainly, that if 
you truly repent of your 
sins, and bear your sick- 
ness patiently^ trusting in 
God's mercy, manifested 
by his dear Son Jesus 
Christ, and render unto 
him humble thanks for his 
fatherly visitation, submit- 
ting yourself wholly unto 
his will, it shall turn to 
your profit, and help you 
forward in the right way 
that leadeih unto everlast- 
ing life. 

^he think Jit, the Minister 
may proceed in his JElr- 
hortation. 

TAKE therefore in good 
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part the chastisement of 
the Lord ; for as St Paul 
saith, Whom the Lord lov- 
eth, he chastenelh, and 
scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth. If ye en- 
dure chastening, God deal- 
eth with you as with sons ; 
for what son is he whom 
the Father chasteneth not ? 
Furthermore, we have had 
fathers of our flesh, who 
corrected us, and we gave 
them reverence ; shall we 
not much rather be in sub- 
jection unto the Father of 
spirits, and live? For they 
verily for a few days chas- 
tened us after their own 
pleasure; but he for our 
profit, that we might be 

Partakers of his holiness. 
?hese words, good brother^ 
are written in holy scrip- 
ture for our comfort and 
instruction; that we should 
patiently, and with thanks- 
giving bear our heavenly 
Fatlier's correction, when- 
soever by any manner of 
adversity it shall please 
his gracious goodness to 
visit us. And there should 
be no greater comfort to 
christian persons than to 
be made like unto Christ, 
by suffering patiently ad- 
versities, troubles, and sick- 
nesses. For he himself 
went not up to joy, but 



first he suffered pain ; he 
entered not into his gloiT 
before he was crucified. 
So truly our way to eternal 
joy is to suffer here with 
Christ; and our door to 
enter into eternal life is 
gladly to die with Christ ; 
that we may rise again finom 
death, and dwell with him 
in everlasting life. 

HEAR further what the 
scripture saith for the 
comfort of those who are 
in sickness and distress. 

Then shall be repeated the 
following Passages qf 
Scripture^ or a portion 
of them. 

BE HOLD, happy is the 
man whom God correcteth; 
therefore despise not thou 
the chastening of the Al- 
mighty; for he maketh 
sore, and bindeth up ; he 
woundeth, and his hands 
make whole. Job, v. 17, 18, 

I remember thee upon 
my bed, and ifieditate on 
thee in tlie night watches. 
Because thou hast been 
my help, therefore under 
the shadow of thy wings 
will I rejoice. My soul 
followeth hard after thee ; 
for thy right hand hath 
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upholden me. Psal, Ixiii. 
6, 7, 8. 

God restoreth my soul ; 
he leadeth me in the path 
of righteousness, for his 
name's sake. Yea, though 
I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil; for thou 
art with me ; thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me. 
Psal. xxiii. 3, 4. 

The Lord is my portion, 
saith my soul; therefore 
will I hope in him. The 
Lord is good unto those 
who wait for him, to the 
soul that seeketh him. It 
is good that a man should 
both hope and quietly wait 
for the salvation of the 
Lord.

For the Lord will not 
cast off for ever ; but though 
he cause grief, yet will he 
have compassion according 
to the multitude of his 
mercies. For he doth not 
afflrct willingly, nor grieve 
the children of men.

shall utter these Sentences, 



I AM the resurrection 
and the life, saith the 
Lord ; he who believeth 
m me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live;

believeth in me shall never 
die. John, xi. 25, 2G. 

I KNOW that my Re- 
deemer liveth, and that he 
shall stand at the latter 
day upon the earth. And 
though after my skin, 
woi-ms destroy this body, 
yet in my flesh shall I see 
God. Job, xix. 25, 26. 

WE brought nothing in- 
to this world, and it is cer- 
tain we can carry nothing 
out. The Lord gave, and 
the Lord hatli taken away ; 
blessed be the name of the 



Lord. 1 Tim, vi. 7. Job, 
i. 2L 

Then shall be said the fol- 
lowing Passages from the 
39th and 90ih Psalms, 

Psalm 39. 

LORD, make me to 
know mine end, and the 
measure of my days, that I 
may know how frail I am. 

Behold thou hast made 
my days as it were a span 
long, and mine age is even 
as nothing in respect of 
thee; and verily every 
man living is altogether 
vanity.

Hear my prayer, O 
Lord, and with thine ears 
consider my calling ; hold 
not thy peace at my tears. 

For I am a stranger with 
thee, and a sojourner, as all 
my fathers were. 

O spare me a little, that 
I may recover my strength, 
before I go hence, and be 
no more seen. 

Psalm 90. 

LORD, thou hast been 
our refuge from one gene- 
ration to another. 

Before the mountains 
were brought forth, or ever 
thou hadst formed the earth 
and the world, even from 



everlasting to everlastingly 
thou art God. 

Thou turnest man 
destruction ; and sayest^ 
Return, ye children o: 
men. 

For a thousand years in 
thy sight are but as yester- 
day when it is past, or a 
watch in the night. 

As soon as thou scatter- 
est them, they are even as 
a sleep, and fade away 
suddenly like the grass ; ^ 

In the morning it is 
green, and groweth up; 
but in the evening it is cut 
down, dried up, and with- 
ered. 

The days of our age 
are threescore years and 
ten ; and though men be 
so strong, that they come 
to fourscore years, yet is 
their strength then but 
labour and sorrow; so 
soon passeth it away, and 
we are gone. 

So teach us to number 
our days, that we may ap- 
ply our hearts unto wis- 
dom. 

Then shall follow these Se- 
lections from 1 Cor. xv. 

NOW is Christ risen 
from the dead, and be- 
come the first fruits of 
those who slept. For 
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since by man came death, 
by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead. 

For as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all 
be made alive. 

There is one glory of 
the sun, and another glory 
' of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars ; for one 
star differeth from another 
star in glory. So also is the 
resurrection of the dead. 
It is sown in corruption, it 
is raised in incorruption ; 
it is sown in dishonour, it 
is raised in glory; it is 
sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power ; it is sown 
a natural body, it is raised 
a spiritual body. 

Now this 1 say, breth- 
ren, than flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God ; neither doth cor- 
ruption inherit incorrup- 
tion. For this corruptible 
must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put 
on immortality. So when 
this corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption, and 
this mortal shall have put 
on immortality, then shall 
be brought to pass the say- 
ing that is written. Death 
is swallowed up in victory. 
O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is 
thy victory ? The sting of 



death is sin, and the 
strength of sin is the law ; 
but thanks be to Grod, 
who giveth us the victory, 
through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Then the Minister, either 
at the Grave, or in the 
body of the Church, 
shall say, 

MAN who is born of a 
woman, hath but a short 
time to live, and is full of 
misery. He cometh up, 
and is cut down like a 
flower; he fleeth as it 
were a shadow, and never 
continueth in one stay. 

In the midst of life we 
are in death; of whom 
may we seek for succour, 
but of thee, O I^rd, who 
for our sins art justly dis- 
pleased ? 

Yet, O Lord God most 
holy, O Lord most mighty, 
O holy and most merciful 
Father, deliver us not into 
the bitter pains of eternal 
death. 

Thou knowest. Lord, 
the secrets of our hearts ; 
shut not thy merciful ears 
to our prayers ; but spare 
us. Lord most holy, O 
God most mighty, O holy 
and merciful Father, thou 
most worthy Judge eternal^ 
suffer us ivoX ^X ovvt V^sx 
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hour, for any pains of death, 
to fall from tliee. 



Then while the Earth shall 
be cast upon the Body 
by some standing by, the 
Minister shall say, 

FORASMUCH as it 
hath pleased Almighty 
God to take unto liimself 
the soul of our deceased 
brother, we therefore com- 
mit his body to the ground ; 
earth to earth, ashes to 
ashes, dust to dust ; look- 
ing for the general resur- 
rection in the last day, 
when the earth and the 
sea shall give up their 
dead, and the corruptible 
bodies of those who sleep 
in Jesus shall be changed 
and made like unto his 
glorious body, according 
to the mighty working 
whereby he is able to sub- 
due all things to himself. 



Then shall be said, 

I HEARD a voice from 
heaven, saying unto me. 
Write ; From henceforth 
blessed are the dead who 
die in the Lord ; even so 
saith the Spirit; for they 
rest from their labours.

weapon formed against the 
rights of mankind prosper ; 
multiply the patterns of 
christian virtue and the in- 
struments of beneficence ; 
direct aU flesh to the know- 
ledge of thy Son; and 
may thy kingdom come 
and thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven ;

Q. Does the bible in- 
form us what God himself 
is?

disposition. 

Q. What does God re- 
quire of us, in order to live 
and die in his favour ? 

A, All that God re- 
quires of us is compre- 
hended in these two pre- 
cepts ; Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy 
heart ; and thy neighbour 
as thyself. 

Q. In what manner 
must we express our love 
to God ? 

A, By a grateful sense 
of his goodness to us ; by 
a constant care to do his 
will ; and by an entire and 
cheerful submission to all 
the dispensations of his 
providence. 

Q. How must we e^- 
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press our love to our fellow 
men? 

A. By doing to others, 
as we should think it right 
in them to do to us in the 
same circumstances. 

Q. By what metliods 
must we cherish our love 
to Grod, and increase our 
confidence in him ? 

A, We must frequently 
consider the benefits he 
confers upon us. We must 
also address ourselves to 
him in prayer, thanking 
him for the mercies he be- 
stows upon us, confessing 
our sins before him, and 
askmg of him whatever 
fae knows to be needful 
and good for us. 

Q. How shall we bring 
ourselves into the best dis- 
position for performing 
our duty to God and man ? 

A* By a proper gov- 
ernment of our passions, 
according to the dictates 
of reason and conscience ; 
by living in temperance 
and chastity ; and never 
indulging a proud, mali- 
cious, or selfish temper. 

Q. What should we do, 
when persons affront and 
injure us ? 

A, We sliould not re- 
turn evil for evil ; and if 
they repent, we must for- 
give them, as we hope that 



God will forgive us our of- 
fences agsunst him. 

Q. In what maimer 
should we treat the inferior 
animals ? 

A, We should treatt 
them with tenderness and 
humanity ; and never toi^ 
ment them or destroy thar 
lives to make ourselves 
sport; because they are 
the creatures of God, and 
because God has conh 
manded us to be merdfiil 
unto them. 

Q. Has God any wheiB 
delivered distinct direc- 
tions, concerning the sev- 
eral branches of our duty 
to him and to our nei^ 
hour? 

A, Yes, in the ten 
commandments, which he 
delivered to the children 
of Israel from Mount 
Sinai. 

Q, Which is the first 
commandment ? 

A, Thoushalt have no 
other gods but me. 

Q. Which is the second 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not 
make to thyself any graven 
image, nor the likeness of 
any tiling that is in heaven 
above, or in the earth be- 
neath, or in the water un- 
der the earth ; thou shalt 
not bow down to them, nor 
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worship them; for I, the 
Lord thy God, am a jeal- 
ous God, and visit the 
sins of the fathers upon 
the children, unto the third 
and fourth generation of 
those who hate me; and 
show mercy unto thous- 
ands of those who love me, 
and keep my command- 
ments. 

Q. Which is the third 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not take 
the name of the Lord thy 
God in vain ; for the Lord 
will not hold him guiltless 
who iaketh his name in 
vain.

A. Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery. 

Q. Which is the eighth 
commandment ?

Q. Which is the ninth 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not bear 
false witness against thy 
neighbour. 

Q. Which is the tenth 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not cov- 
et thy neighbour's house; 
thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour's wife ; nor his 
servant, nor his maid, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nor any 
thing that is his. 

Q. What are those 
principles which most ef- 
fectually lead to the obser- 
vance of these, and all 
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other of God's command- 
ments ? 

A. A high reverence 
of God, and a sincere 
good will to our fellow 
creatures, joined with a 
just regard to our own real 
mterest. 

O. What is the best 
method we can take, to 
guard ourselves from all 
vice and wickedness ? 

A^ By being careful not 
to indulge sinful thoughts ; 
and by correcting every 
thing which is amiss in the 
beginning, before we have 
become accustomed to it, 
and have formed a habit 
which cannot easily be 
broken ; particularly by 
avoiding the company of 
wicked persons, who 
would soon make us hke 
themselves ? and by being, 
in a more especial manner, 
upon our guard against 
those vices, to which our 
situation and ciroumstan- 
ces make us peculiarly 
prone. 

Q. Is any man able to 
fulfil aH the commands of 
God, so as to live entirely 
without sin ? 

A* No. Our merciful 
God and Father knows 
that we are not able to do 
this, and therefore doth 
not expect it from us. He 



only requires that we re- 
pent of the sins we com- 
mit, and endeavour to £?e 
better lives for the future. 

Q. What should a sense 
of our frailty and prone- 
ness to sin teach us ? 

A, HumiUty and watrh- 
Alness, and earnestness in 
our prayers to God, to en- 
able us to resist tempta- 
tion, and to strengthen 
and confirm our good dis- 
positions. 

Q. Did Christ appoint 
any outward ordinances as 
means of promotmg his 
religion ? 

A. He commanded his 
disciples to go and teach 
all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son; and of the 
holy Ghost; and he also 
commanded them to eat 
bread and drink wine in 
remembrance of him. This 
rite is called the Lord's 
Supper. 

^. What is the mean- 
ing of baptism ? 

A, The washing of wa- 
ter in baptism probably 
represents the purity of 
heart and life, requured 
from all who become the 
disciples of Christ. 

Q. What is the nature 
and use of the Lord's 
supper \

A, By eating bread and 
drinking wine in remem- 
brance of Christ, we keep 
alive the memory of his 
death and resurrection ; we 
acknowledge ourselves to 
be Christians ; we cherish 
a grateful sense of the 
blessings of the gospel of 
Christ ; and strengthen our 
resolutions to live as be- 
comes his disciples. 

Q. Had Christ no par- 
ticular reward on account 
of what he did and suffer- 
ed for the good of men ? 

A. Because he hum- 
bled himself to death, God 
has highly exalted him, and 
made him head over all 
things to his church ; and 
at the end of the world he 



will come to judge the liv- 
ing and the dead. For 
this hope which was set 
before him, he endured the 
cross, and despised the 
shame of that ignominious 
death. 

Q. What do the scrip- 
tures say concerning the 
day of judgment? 

A. That Christ will 
come in the clouds of hea- 
ven with power and great
